Bryan’s Last Word on Demo-

It was deemed imperative, therefore, that a 
man who would be recognized as the official 
spokesman of the Nebraskan in the conven- 
tion should go to Lincoln and obtain from 
him his final views as to what the convention 
should do with respect to the platform.

New York in Line Easily.

THE BRAZILIAN BATTLESHIPS. 


The Brazilian government ordered three 
battleships of British shipbuilders and 
they are now about completed. Recently 
it was reported that Brazil had given up 
the thought of creating a.large navy and 
would sell them. The story alarmed 
some Englishmen, who jumped at the 
conclusion that Germany would be the 
purchaser and the naval supremacy of 
Great Britain would be threatened. 
They demanded that in order to avert 
such a calamity the British government 
should intervene by taking the ships to 
itself. 0 
Another version of the story of the con- 
templated sale of the battleships was that 
Japan would buy them, and that the 
United States instead of England was 
menaced by the alleged transfers. It was 
said in one dispatch that knowledge of 
the proposed sale of the ships to Japan 
was one reason why the admimistration 
did all that it could to secure the authori- 
gation of the construction of four battle- 
ships instead of two at the last session 
of congress. : | 

According to a recent Washington dis- 
patch, the brief references that have been 
made to the matter in this country hare 
wounded the feelings of a Brazilian dip- 
lomat.

It would be wrong to interpret the action 
of the duke of Cumberland in requesting the 
venerable regent of Bavaria for a commis- 
sion in the Bavarian army for his younger 
son, Prince Ernest, asa friendly advance 
towards the kaiser. For if the duke has 
sought a commission for his boy in the 
Bavarian army rather than in the military 
forces of any other of the sovereign states 
of the German empire, it is because the Ba- 
varian army is the only one of them all that 
is independent of the command of the kaiser 
—at any rate, in times of peace. 

The Bavarian army alone is exempt from 
Prussian control, save in war, and the ruler 
of Bavaria retains its administration in his 
own hands. Had young Prince Ernest of 
Brunswick and of Cumberland, who is also 
an English prince of the blood, sought a com- 
mission in the armies of Baden, of Saxony, 
or of Würtemberg. the consent of the kaiser 
as generalissimo in peace and in war would 
have had to be obtained. 5 

But in the case of the Bavarian army this 
is not necessary. The regent of Bavaria is 
free to grant commissions to whom he sees 
fit, and the duke of Cumberland has thus 
been able to show his good will towards Ger- 
many without making any concession to the 
emperor, which would have involved a rec- 
ognition of the position which he has as- 
sumed both with regard to the former king- 
dom of Hanover and to the duchy of Bruns- 
wick, both of which are claimed by him.

I spent a day making a study of Florence 
as a town of towers, So many spires and 
belfries bristled skyward from the city as 
my train approached across the fields of 
Tuscany that I felt curious to know just 
what they were, and the part that they had 
played in the history of Firenze. Some, it 
turned out, were belfries, some watch tow- 
ers, and others were old time prisons, or 
strongholds of medieval palaces.

My search took mea winding course 
through narrow streets and broad ones. 
Sometimes I had 4 sidewalk, but quite as 
often I shared the pavement with vehicies 
and coster donkeys, and innumerable pedes- 
trians like myself. Now a palace frowned 
upon me, beetling its battlements like stern 
eyebrows; the next moment I would find 
myself in a friendlier avenue of shops. The 
past and present play a game of London 
Bridge with you in Florence, holding up 
clasped hands for you to walk beneath, cap- 
turing you at last between, them and forcing 
you to choice of their respective treasures. 

Every tower of old Florence has its story, 
from Giotto’s, into which is built some of the 
highest inspiration of Italian art, to the dis- 
mant led towers of ancient dwellings, expres- 
sion of dominance, and pride. But certainly 
the Campanile crowns them all, as Brown- 
ing says, “ completing Florence as Florence. 
Italy.” How much of the city's life hae it 
looked down upon in 
how many great moments heave its seven 
bells acclaimed or sorrowed musically. 

The ambitions of its bullders have left their 
record in a perfect work—*“ a jewel,” said 
Charles V., that ought to have a case made 
for it. Jealous and proud have the Fior- 
entines alway been of this, their master- 
piece, as legend shows, telling how once a 
visitor came from Verona, and in view of the 
Campaniie’s marvels, yet unfinished, ex- 
claimed that the resources of two monarchies 
would hardly suffice to build so wonderful a 
monument. The Florentines put him. in 
prison for three weeks for his statement, and 
before they let him go they took him through 
the public treasury that he might be con- 
vinced that, did they choose, they had means 
to bulld a whole city of marble. 

” s 


Not far away are a group of famous towers. 
The tallest of these is that on the Palazzo 
Vecchio. Its lofty and battlemented summit 
is surmounted by a standard with a lion on 
it. The music of its bells has mingled inter- 
mittently with the city’s human harmonies 
and discords. Today when its big bell tolls 
the people turn their heads better to hear and 
say: “La vacca mugghia’’—“the cow 
lows,” for the sound seems to them like cat- 
tle's lowing. That their fathers and fore- 
fathers said this before them appears from 
the fact that the street which runs below 
is called the Via Vaccareccia. 

Formerly there were other bells in this 
tower, one whose special office was to call 
the people together from both sides the 
Arno; another, the "lion's dell,“ the most 
melodious of them all, was rung unceasing 
ly for victories, and marriages, and when a 
young male lion was born to the republic. 
This last bell was broken into fragments by 
being hurled to the piazza, as punishment for 
treason, because, in August, 1580, it sum-

Near to the Badia, in the oldest part of the 
Bargetto, ig the tower of the Boscoll, used 
Originally as a dungeon, like the towers of 
the old palace and the palace of the Podesta 
and the tower of the Pagliazza, which gained 
ite name from the straw of which its prison- 
ers’ beds were made. This Boscoli erection 
was a painted tower, which jeeringly held 
up in fresco to public opprobrium the picture 
of the duke of Athens and others whom the 
people heted. Its bell, which was the one 
always tolled for a public execution, is 
known in Florence as the Montanara, be- 
cause it came from a fortified town so called 
which the Florentines seized 600 years ago. 

Once it had another name, La Campana 
delle Arml, gained from the fact that its ring- 
ing was the evening signal for citizens to 
lay aside their weapons and go into their 
houses. During the ré¢ign of the Grand Duke 
Cosimo any servant found idling in the 
streets of Florence after the ringing of the 
Montanara was to have his right hand am- 
putated. We must not forget the perfect 
belfries of Santo Spirit, of Santa Croce, of 
San Miniato, that church which Michel- 
angelo named La bella Villanella,” the 
beautiful peasant girl,’’ because of the ex- 
quisite simplicity of its proportions—or the 
tower where St. Zenobius used to live, which. 


every May, on the anniversary of the saint, 


is wreathed in flowers. Then there are 
those up Arcetri way—notably that of Galileo 
and the ruined towers of the ancient city 
gates. 

Some of these landmarks already have 


or ruined by decay. 

the Torre de Guardamorto, across from the 
Duomo, a tower near the cemetery wherein 
while the great plague raged the dead were 
exposed to public view before interment. 
Leveled by Nicolo Pisano, acting under 
Ghibelline commands, it chronicles by its 
site an instance of artistic probity.

Selection of Municipal Judges. 
Chicago, June 26.—[{ Editor of The Tribune. } 


Tour editorial suggesting that the bar as- 


sociation give the public the benefit of its 
judgment as to the selection of candidates 
for judgeships in the Municipal court should 
be acted upon by the association. 

There is no provision In the new primary 
law for submission to the committees or 
managers of the different political parties of 
the names of any candidates to be approved 
or rejected by such managers as applicants 

or any nomination. For this reason most of 

he candidates for Municipal judgeships have 
ot asked any approval or recommendation 
rom the party slate makers, believing that 
by so doing a fair test of the working of the 
new act' would not be secured, as the effect 
would be to continue the evile the new act 
was intended to remedy, : 

It is also true that some, if not of 
the candidates for judgeships dislike to solicit 
votes of the other lawyers or have their 
friends do so. A canvassing or circularizing 
by the candidates would be nevessary to 
make thelr candidacy known, unless the as- 
sociation walted to ascertain who are can- 
didates, from the petitions to be filed. 

The Bar association, it would seem, before 
complying with THe TRIBUN®’s suggestion 
and endeavoring to assist in selecting the 
best nominees, should wait until it appears 
from the petitions to be filed undér the law 
before July 10 by those who are candidates 
for such judgeships.

Every grass plot is alive with 
men, women, and children, old, young, week, 
sickly, halt, and lame, who gather there as 
their only chance for a little relief from the 
heat. This is all well known to everybody. 

Yet, knowing all this, 90 out of 100 autos 
tear through the crowded walks at high 
speed. To the pedestrian sound in t 
ard hearing it is as much as hie life is worth 
to attempt to cross a broad roadway at night. 
Especially is this true when accompanying 
women or children, who, te by the on- 
rushing machines, become confOsed and halt 
in the way in utter inability to know which 
step to take. When some one who didn’t get 
out of the way Is killed the defense is raised: 
“Why, I was only going ten miles an hour.” 

That is fifteen feet a second. And through 
a crowd of women and children even seven 
miles an hour is dangerous.

“The Roosevelt Leaves New 
York Harbor on North 
Pole Voyage. 


TO STOP AT OYSTER BAY. 


President Will Inspect Vessel To- 
day and Then Long Trip 
North Is to Begin. 


New York, July 6.—[Special.]—The Roose- 
volt, Peary's stanch little arctic ship, got 
the greatest sendoff in its history this after- 
noon when the vessel started north. Forty 
_ guests of the Peary Arctic club, along with 
Commander and Mrs. Peary, accompanied 
The steamer to City island and returned to 
the city later on the navy tug Narkeeta. 

Commander and Mrs. Peary and Herbert 
L. Bridgman, secretary and treasurer of 
the Arctic club, Will leave Long Island City 
at 11 o'clock tomorrow for Oyster Bay to 
get there in time to have luncheon with 
President and Mrs. Roosevelt. The Roose- 
velt will start for Oyster Bay at daybreak. 
President and Mre. Roosevelt will inspect 
the vessel late tomorrow afternoon, after 
which Capt. Bartlett will continue upon his

Shippy culminated late 
yesterday in the arrest in Boston of Charleg 
West, an alleged murderer. 

West is charged with killing Edward Sin- 
gleton, @ former justice of the peace in Cin- 
cinnati. Through other efforts of Chief Ship- 
py and his aids a full account of the tragedy 

given by an eyewitness was secured tn Chi- 
cago, and Grace Billingsby, West's reputed 
common law wife, has been turned over to 
the Cincinnati police. , 

The case, according to Chief Shippy, is 
unique in ertminal anfials. Although the 
murder was committed in Cincinnati all the 
evidenee fn the case for nearly a year back 
has been gathered under the personal dtrec- 
tion of the Chicago chief, not without con- 
siderable criticism from the Cineinnati de- 
partment. | 

Chicago detectives searched all the prin- 

» cipal cities in the country, and, after the 
woman was captured, a week ago, Chief 
Shippy succeeded in keeping the fact secret 
until he-eetld catch the man. 

West was caught by a decoy letter sent to 
the Boston general delivery. It wes written 
in Chief Shippy’s office by the Billingsby 
Woman, after much persuasion, and West 
was captured while asking for it. He denied 
his identity, gave the nome of Edwin Harry 
Evans, and was arrested on a fugitive war- 
rant. He declined to leave the state without 
being served with extradition papers, and an- 
nounced he would fight extradition. 

Singleton, of whose murder West is ac- 
cused in, the woman’s confession, was found 
Aug. 26, 1007, bound, gagged, and strangied 
to death in a rooming house, near Seventh 
and Vine streets, Cincinnati. 

The landlady told the police that West and 
the Billingsby woman occupied the room 
in which Singleton was found. 


Baggage Gives Police Clew. 

West and the woman fied to Chicago and 
were traced by their baggage. Am -effort to 
catch them at the special delivery window 
failed, their suspicions having been aroused, 
and they dropped out of sight. Then the 
Cincinnati police accused the Chicago de- 
partment of negligence. 

No spéctacular reply was made by Chief 
Shippy, and the case was forgotten by most 
persons except the chief and a few men he 
elected to work on it. When the telegram 
announcing West's capture was received the 
chief smiled. 

“We're through with that,” he said. 
The Cincinnati police can have the case 
now. Our work is done.” 

The Billingsby woman was éepvurds in a 
house in Twenty-fourth street, near Indiana 
avenue, by Detective Sergeants Murphy and 
Duggan and James Markham, secretary to 
the chief. She denied emphatically that she 
had any knowledge of West or ever had 
known him, and was taken to the Harrison 
street police station annex, where she per- 
sisted in her denials. 


Evidence Found in Trunk. 


Meanwhile her trunk was ransacked by 
Markham, and letters from West were 
found, showing that he had traveled over 
much of the United States, and after several 
narrow escapes had gone to London for a 


while to let the hunt cool off. Other letters 


told of his return to this country. 

In the face of this evidence the woman in- 
sisted West and she had no connection with 
the murder. She was taken to the chief's 
office day after day without signs of relent- 
ing, until on Saturday she was questioned 
as to the manner in which West had treated 
her. Then she broke down and alternately 
wept and raged through the story of her 
entire life with West, and ms etn the inci- 
dents of the murder. 

According to the woman’s story, Single- 
ton was known throughout Cincinnati as a 
good fellow and she planned to run across 
his path. She lured him to her room. While 
Singleton was there, she said, West came to 
the door and demanded admittance, which 
was refused. He went away grumbling and 
returned a little later, * he was ad- 
mitted. , 


Woman Tells of Fatal Quarrel. 

“I was afraid he meant mischief,” said 
the woman, “ but I dared not keep him out. 
Singleton explained that he had come to 
make a call, and meant no harm, but West 
seemed angry. 

% Tul go now,’ said Singleton, she told the 
police, and continued the dialogue between 
the two men. 

* No, you won't,’ said West. Not until 
you settle with me.“ Then West tried to 
make him sign a check, and Singleton re- 


used. Suddenly West struck Singleton over 


the head. 
‘She West sprang upon him and began chok- 
‘ing him, and I ran to the street. West met 
me Several hours later and we came to Chi- 
cago. He deserted me here when we were 
living at 168 North State street, and I went 
west, stopping in many cities. 

I bave been living in Chicago since April 
15 of this year.“ 


When She First Met West. 

The woman said that she first met West 
about two years and a half ago. 

I was @ stenographer in Cleveland then,” 
ghe said. ‘“‘ My father is living and is a rall- 
road man in British Columbia. West was 
connected with a theater and told me he 
could place me on the stage. Finelly we 
went to live in Columbus, O. From Columbus 
we went to Cincinnati, and were thrown out 
of the first place we staid because the land- 
lady said she did not think we were respect- 
able. Then I lost all hope, West lived upon 
my earnings. He beat me offen and abused 
me all the time. After that came Singleton. 
I think ‘Singleton had $25 or $30 when he 
entered the room.’ 

The police say Singleton was robbed of be- 
tween $500 and $600. 

It is the hardest case I ever had,” said 
Chief Shippy last night. The woman isa 
poor dupe, and I feel sorry for her. I believe 
she will be willing to testify to everything 
she has told, us, and perhaps will remember 
other incidents later on. Im glad the case 
is over with.” — ‘

He 
was appointed to the department from Mii- 
nesota and his appointment as federal judge 
was also made for and accredited to that 
state. 

The appointment of Mr. Purdy/was opposed 
by Senator Nelson, member of the Judiciary 
committee of the senate, and it was at the 
instance of Mr. Nelson that the nomination 
was held up in that committee until after 
congress adjourned. It had been predicted 
in some quartere that the president would 
withdraw the nomiration in view of the fail- 
ure of the senate to act.

Bouncing Over the Waves 


Before we went up we were bouncing | 
along over the waves, driven by the wind, 
and I thought we never were going to’ get 
up Into the air again. This time we seemed 
to be in the Kater an hour, but I guess it 
wasn't quite that long. When we~finally 
did go up we went fast. Mr. Bennett said 
we went up 6,000 feet in six minutes. 

“We had no sand and when we came in 


‘sight of Lake Huron early in the morning we 


decided not to risk the chance of crossing 
it, as the distance was 150 miles. So, al- 
though we were up at an altitude of 5,000 
feet, we came down gently. I landed about 
ten miles from-a farm, where I am going 
to spend the summer.” 


Drops 16,000 Feet in Six Minutes. 


C. H. Perrigo, pilot of the Illinols, which 
won second honors in the race, returned to 
Chicago in the evening and reported even 
more perilous adventures. He declared that 
he ascended to un altitude of 20,000 feet and 
six minutes. 

“ We got to such high altitude that we 
could not hear.“ said Perrigo. “My com- 
rade, Case, suffered with an Intense head- 
eche, and his hands began to swell and the 
blood vessels in his forehead stood out ter- 
ribly. I myself felt faint. .We were up at 
least 20,000 feet. In fact, we were up 60 
high over Lake Ontario that we were not 
prepared to register the height. 

„All of a sudden we bgean dropping. I 
figured that it was three minutes before the 


instrument began working. It began to work 


at 10,000 feet. In three minutes more we 
were in the lake. I have never had such 
4 terrible experience, and I never want to 
again. We were saved from death by a yacht- 
ing party after we had drifted for nearly two 
miles. 

Horace Wild, in the balloon United States, 
who returned to the city at the same time, 
declared that in crossing Lake Huron they 
traveled 183 miles in two hours exactly. 
He was swept by a storm. and his balloon was 
dipped into the waters of Lake Huron twice, 

<2 caught our time when we passed over 
Port Huron.” he eaid, “ and when we reached 
the Canadian border, which was 183 miles, 
we had consumed only two hours. When 
we finally did land we had torn up ‘fences, 
fields of corn, and raked over a forest.“ 

Doubt About Distance Record. 

No word was heard from Dr. Frederick J. 
Fielding during the day, and the possibility 
of his having broken the record flight of the 
Pommern of 872 miles was doubted. Many 
local experts yesterday declared he scarcely 
had traveled 800 miles. Leo Stevens, the 
aeronaut, thought the distance would prove 
less than 800 miles.

more than 790 miles,” said Stevens. His 
balloon made a remarkable flight, but I am 
certain the Pommern’s record is not broken. 
The trip of the balloon was great, consider- 
ing the time it took to go as far as it did. If 
the gas had been better—that is, if its lifting 
capacity had been.greater—it probably would 
have made a new record.”

Counsel for the Dufours Frames 
a Unique Defense Argument. 


HE ATTACKS FEDERAL LAW. 


Holds Punishment of Offenders Con- 
trary to Public Poliey. 


A unique argument against the prosecution 
of White slave ’’ traders will be made before 
Federal Judge Landis this morning, when at- 
torneys for Alphonse and Eva Dufour, 2021 
Armour avenue, will take up the moral 
side ot the question. 

Attorney Elijah N. Zolme expects to save 
the Dufours from punishment because of 
their participation in the importation of alieg 
women for immoral purposes on the ground 
that such action on the part of the govern- 
ment would be establishing a bad precedent 
and contrary to public policy. 

The clause of the immigration law under 
which the man and woman are being prose 
cuted makes it possible for the government to 
deport alien women who have been brought to 
the United States for immoral purposes at 

ny time 8 they have lived here for three 

ears. Attorney Zoline declares that this is 
nconstitutional and extremely bad form on 
he part of the government. 


Would Mean Licensing Vice. 


To enfarce such a law would mean that 
vice would practically be licensed among 
these people after they had lived here three 
years, said the lawyer in discussing the 
case yesterday. 

Besides this objection he will advance 
others. One of these objections is that the 
law applies only to alien women and, conse- 
quently, is class legislation and unconstitu- 
tional. A question of state rights also is 
brought up, the attorney asserting the gov- 
ernment has no right to interfere in the 
police powers of the state as in this case. 

The first argument in defense of the in- 
dicted white slavers will be made in 
Judge Landis’ court this morning when At- 
torney Zoline makes his scheduled attack 
upon the immigration laws. He filed a de- 
murrer to the indictment against the Defours 
yesterday afternoon. 


Will Appeal to Highest Court. 

In case Judge Landis rules against the con- 
tentiong of Zoline, it is the Intention of the at- 
torney to carry the case to the Supreme court 
of the United States and secure a ruling 
on the question at once. It is understood 
that besides the Dufours, many other per- 
sons interested will furnish the funds to take 
the case to the highest court. 

Assistant District Attorney Parkin, who is 
conducting the prosecution of the white 
slave cases, will argue in defense of the 
indictments. 


NEW SANITY TRIAL ASKED. 


Henry Zendig Says Jury Erred in Or- 
dering His Wife Sent to Asylum 
at Dunning.

The liabilities of the concern are $25,000 
The principal agsets are an icehouse and ice 
harvesting plant at Manistee, Mich., includ- 
ing some real estate there, 30,000 tons of ice 
in storage, and a few horses and wagons in 
Chicago, It is said the assets will just 
about cover the claims of the creditors. 
leaving the stockholders, made up mostly 
of downtown saloon and restaurant keepers, 
in a position to “ whistle for their money.” 


Many Fail to Pay for Stock. 

The company was incorporated under the 
laws of Illinois. in December, 1906, capital- 
ized at $150,000. Oniy about $55,000 W 
paid in, however, many of the subscribérs 
failing to pay for the stock subscribed at 
the time promised. Shares were sold at $100 
each, The officers are:

Mr. Cessna is among the largest stock- 
holders, he having sunk $1,000 in the concern, 
There are fifty stockholders holding from.

Ice. was 
freighted to Chicago from Manistee, Mich., 
over the Pére Marquette railroad and the 
company's wagons made deliveries. 


Uncollectable Bills on Hand. 

Business was not rushing, however, and a 
number of customers were slow pay.”

“The voluntary assignment was made for 
the purpose of protecting all the creditors.,’’ 
said Attorney Gammage. Some of the most 
pressing creditors threatened to bring suit for 
their claims, and the chances are, if we had 
let the matter go, that the assets would have 
been dissipated and the remaining creditors 
would have received nothing. 

“There is every chance, however, that the 
stockholders will reorganize the company 
and startanew. Theice plant and ice storage 
house in Michigan are in first class condition 
and were erected at a cost of $38,000. The 
property isn’t worth much, however, except 
for carrying On an ice business.”

STOCKYARDS GOSSIP. 


Cattle trade was irregular and at one time bids 
in different parts of the yards were as much as 
16@2ic apart. This was due to a large extent to 
the fear of some of the buyers that sellers would 
pass off steers held over since the middie of last 
week as fresh arrivals. Packers showed a dis- 
tinct dislike for stale stock and even refused to look 
at steers which looked a little bit rough, although 
they were guaranteed fresh. ’ 

Holders of stale cattle did not benefit by ithe ad- 
vance in the price of fresh stock, and had to ac- 
cept the same prices that were offered them last 
week. These proved unsatisfactory, as carrying 
stock for three duys is pretty expensive, with corn 
at $1.00 a bu. 

All the $8.25 steers went to.shippers, Doud & 
Keefer taking 4 loads for R. Webber of New York, 
while Swift & Co. took a load for their eastern 
trade. 

Armour & Co. had 12 double deck loads of hogs 
from the St. Paul market, while Schwarzechild & 
Sulzberger had 10 double deckers from St. Joe, and 
Roberts & Ouke bad 9 double deckers from Sioux 
City. 

The fact that packers were the principal buyers 
of hogs was refiected in the range of prices, which 
was much narrower than at the close last week. 
Sellers were offered §6.40@6.50 for mixed hogs and 
$6.60@6.70 for good to choice butchers, and they 
found it extremely difficult to better these figures, 
although shippers and speculators took a few loads 
of selected stock at §6.724%@6.75 early in the day. 

Packers claim that scaipers are boosting hog 
prices without cause, and in order to freeze the 
speculators out of the trade as much as possible, 
they have determined not to buy speculators’ hogs 
unless absolutely forced to do so. 

Hogs left over from Friday's market were offi- 
clally counted at 5,914. 

Ex were fairly active buyers of cattle here, 
although they received little encouragement from 
abroad, prices at Liverpool being quoted steady 
with Wednesday and d lower than a week ago. 
The foreigners seemed to have a price limit set 
on thelr purchases and refused to go much over 
the 7. 00 mark for prime cattle, although they took 
numerous loads at from that figure down to $6.60. 

There were 12 loads of hay fed Colorado steers 

35 loads of Texas cattle included in the run. 
These cattle participated in the improvement noted 
im the trade for the native offerings and sold at 
anywhere from 10@25c higher than at the close last 
week. 

Sheep and lambs were reported to be meeting with 
more favor from the consuming public, but the 
recent sharp gains made in the fresh pork products 
had a restrictive influence on the demand, and a re- 
action of %c was noted in the price of fresh pork 
loins. f

Democratie platform is coming to Den- 
ver upon a special train. The custodian 
ia, Theodore A, Bell of. California, who 
will serve as temporary chairman of the 
convention, 

Mr. Bell is expected to arrive here this 
morning. He will confer at once with 
Mayor F. W. Brown of Lincoln, who 
brought a number of revised planks 
here yesterday morning; Governor C. N. 
Haskell of Oklahoma, who will be chair- 
man of the resolutions” committee; 
Charles Bryan, brother of the prospec- 
tive candidate: former Senator Pettibone 
of South Dakota, and Jerry Sulilyan of 
Iowa, who will be members of the sub- 
committee of the resolutions committee 
Which will draft the platform for pres- 
entation to the committee; Thus, when 
the subcommittee meets, it will have in 
tangible. shape the platform which Mr. 
Bryan finally wants. 

Bryan Idea Upheld. 

It seemed certain last night that there 
will be no abandonment of the Bryan 
idea. 

I think you will be safe in saying,“ 
remarked Mayor Brown, “that Mr. Bryan

„1 think he is leaving a good many 
things open to the committee, and you 
may expect some discussion both in the 
subcommittee and the committee on reso- 
lutions, although it is to be hoped for 
the sake of harmony that the committee 
will de able to prepare a platform which 
will meet the approval of the convention. 

Mr. Bryan wants the committee to 
work out a platform, of its own and not 
depend entirely upon him, though, as 1 
have stated, he expects the adoption of 
the well known principles which he has 
advocated.”’ |

“Governor Haskell’s task yesterday was 
a most important one. It was necessary

Temporary Chairman Theodore A. Bell 
made a spectacular exit from the flooded 
zone of Lincoln yesterday afternoon in 
order to be here at his post at noon to- 
day, when the convention opens. 

Mr. Bell went to Lincoln from Denver 
to consult with Mr. Bryan over his open- 
ing speech. When the great ‘electrical 
storm etruck there he found he was 
marooned and could not get back to Den- 
ver in time. 

The Rock Island failroad came to Mr. 
Bell's assistance in the nick of time and 
at the special request of Mr. Bryan. Fol- 
lowing out the hurried. plerg of Offi- 
cials of the road in Denver and Lin- 
coln,. Mr. Bell was started out of Lin- 
coln on a handcar at 3:25 o'clock in the 


afternoon. » 


All the railroads running through Lin- 
coln were put out of business temporarily 
by the immense quantities of water that 
flooded the district. In some of the sta- 
tions in and around ‘Lincoln, the water 
was five feet deep over the tracks. 


Threugh Fleed on Handcar, 

The hand car traveled eight miles over 
the flooded tracks to Rockeby. In some 
places the water was three and four feet 
deep and the man who will hoid the gavel 
in the opening session of the convention 
had to stand on a box on the car to keep 
the water from his feet. 

It at first, was the intention of the 
officials to get Mr, Bell on the Kansas 
City train at Belleville, which was one 
hour late. but later it was found neces- 
sary to get cut a special train in order 
to get the chairman in Denver on time. 

Accordingty, a special train of three 
cars was made up and sent to Rockeby, 
where Mr. Bell and three newspaper men 
boarded it at 6 o'clo¢k in the evening. If 
all goes well, they will reach Denver at 
9 o'clock this morning. 


Telexram Shows Anxiety. 

Mr. Bryan’s desire to land Mr. Bell in 
Denver in order that none of his care- 
fully laid plans 
shown in a telegram sent to G. W. Martin, 
general agent of the Rock Island ral 
road in Denver. Mr. Martin laid out 
the handcar, and special tram route. The 
first telegram was sent at 4:15 o'clock in 
the afternoon after the handcar had 
started. It was signed by C. L. Brown, 
superintendent of the Rock Island in 
Fairview, Neb., and read: 

“Bell probably will catch No. 27 at 
Belleville. That train is one hour late. 
Will advise vou again on this. Mr. Bry- 
an requests that we keep you posted.“ 

The other télegram was: 

‘Bell left Lincoln on handcar because 
of washout. Goes to Rockeby, where 
transfer will be made to a special train. 
Will advise you when they leave 


Rockeby.“
